statement on Bovine TuberculosI-1 


Cattle arc even more susceptible to 


tuberculosis than are human beings 
Although the disease makes slow 
T-r..ere** and may escape detection 
for a long time, except by experts, 
the milk from a tuberculosis cow may 
c.~t:-e tuberculosis in a human being 
It is difficult to determine accurately 
\\hat proportion of human tubercu- 
Io.-:s is due to infected milk, but at 
least five percent, and probably more, 
of tuberculosis in childhood is so 
caused. 


The only sure test of the cow's 


ireedom from tuberculosis is what is 
known as the tuberculin test when it 
is done by an experienced veterinar- 
ian. 
Accuracy in the nerformance of 


the test and skill in interpreting it 
are e<:^ent;al- Unless the cows have 
ha\e been freed entirely froni tuber- 
ize or to boil, all milk before it is 
given to babies and children. Adults 
are much less susceptible to the ac- 
ti--«7i of the bo\ine type of tubercle 
bacillus, although even they are not 
entirely immune. 


One proof of the value of pasteur- 


ization is found by comparing sta- 
tistics of countries which permit the 
sale of raw milk, with those of com- 
munities which require that all mar- 
ket milk be pasteurized. The number 
of cases of tuberculosis in childhood 
is much larger where raw market 
milk is used routinely. 


Tuberculin testing of cattle has to 


be repeated to be effective, and un- 
der the supervision of the Federal 
Government many thousands of herds 
have been freed entirely fro tuber- 
culosis. Repetition of the tuberculin 
test is particularly 
important 
on 


farms where the cattle live under un- 
sanitary 
conditions. 
Cleanliness, 


fresh air,- sunlight and good food are 
necesary for the prevention of tu- 
berculosis in cattle as they are in 
human beings. 


A safe rule, therefore, is to pas- 


teurize or boil milk, unless the cows 
which i produced it have been careful- 
ly tested; and" are-properly housed 
and, cared for.

Recorn™.endat;o": for a pardon for 


John BoIIn. of Conewagro Township 
now serving a sentence in the East- 
ern Penitentiary, has oeen inaiie bv 
the State Board of Pardons to Gov- 
ernor Pir.chot. The Governor is ex- 
pected to anix his sigrsattrre to the 
recommendation in the near future. 
\\hereapon Bolin. \vho has served 
seventeen months of a sentence of 
not less than 2 nor more than 5 
years, \\iii be releaesd from custody. 


Bolin is said to have been the un- 


willinjr accomplice of Charles Toot, 
also of Cone\vasro Township, in an at- 
tempt to hold ur> and rob Eraory 
Rite. proorietor 01 a garage in M:d- 
•wav. near Hano\~er. on the night of 
June 10, IQ22- Bolin stood guard out- 
side the garage while Toot entered 
to attemot the holdup, in which he 
was frustrated. 


Toot is also serving1 a sentence of 


not less than 2 nor more than 5 vears 
in the Eastern Penitentiary. ^To cf- 
tort was made to secure a pardon for 
him. 


Pardons will be asked of the State 


Board of Pardons at Harrisbnrg on 
December 19. for Robert Godfrey, the 
Littlestown hoteiman and Paul 6'Kul. 
the bartender, who entered pleas of 
nolle contendere at November court 
to the charge of manufacturing, sell- 
ing and offering for sale intoxicating 
liquors and who were sentenced to 
six months in jail. Godfrey and 
O'Kul were arrested following a raid 
by State Police on the Ocker Hotel 
last summer, which disclosed the 
presence of intoxicating liquor for 
beverage purposes. 


The applications for pardon allege 


that Godfrey is suffering from an in- 
curable disease, and that confinement 
in prison would likely prove fatal, 
especially by reason of prison fare, 
lack of exercise and other necessary 
precisions that would be taken if he 
were free. Godfrey, it is reported, is 
suffering from diabetes. Also, this

guaranteed., the petition states, anc 
that they had r.o knowledge of their 
alcoholic contents. 


Robert Godfrey is a veteran of the 


Spanish-American war and served 
his country w-ith distinction in the 
Philippines, sustaining disabilities in 
line of duty for which he is now a 
pensioner of the United States gov- 
ernment, the petition sets forth. 


The defendants entered pleas of 


nolle contendere when their cases 
were called at .the Xovember term of 
court, without raising any question as 
to their possession or sale of the pro- 
duct, thereby saving Adams County 
the costs of the prosecution, accord- 
ing to the petition. 


The exceptional testimonials 
and 


representatives of reputable citizens 
of Adams County as to the high 
character of Godfrey and O'Kul are 
pointed to as in closing the petition 
declares that, in view of all the facts 
in the case, the sentence of six 
months seems excessive and unwar- 
ranted. 


Mr. Godfrey has also made appli- 


cation to the Adams County court for 
a divorce from his wife, Mrs. Esther 
Ann Godfrey, on the grounds of de- 
sertion.

For Injuries In Aute> Accident. 
Action to recover $10.000 damages 


for personal injuries and damages to 
his automobile has been begun by W. 
A. DiheL of Xew Oxford, against 
John T. Taylor, of Lancaster, grow- 
ing out on a collision between auto- 
mobiles driven by the two men on 
the one-way bridge over Swift Run. 
seven miles east of Gettysburg, on 
September 21. 


Mr. Diehl. a retired huckster, suf- 


fered a broken left leg. a fracture of 
his right kneecap and possible inter- 
nal injuries in the head-on collision 
of the two machines, is still a patient 
at the Annie M. Warner Hospital, 
Gettysburg, where he was taken af- 
ter the accident. 
The one-way bridge over Swift 


Run is generally considered one of 
the hazards of motorists using the 
much-traveled Lincoln Highway. On 
it three accidents have occurred in 
the past four wrecks. The sreep hill 
just west of the bridge becomes ex- 
ceedingly slippery in wet weather 
because of the tar-bound structure 
of the road at that place. 
According to a person residing near 


the scene of the accident in which 
Mr. Diehl was injured, Taylor was 
driving east in the highway. He had 
started down the incline west of the 
bs;ugc and, when near the foot of 
the- slope and the bridge, applied the 
biakes to his machine in order to al- 
low the Diehl car, which was west 
bound. 10 pass through the narrow 
bridge first. 


Rain during the day had made the 


surface of the road exceedingly slip- 
pery. Brakes failed to stop the Tay- 
lor machine, and the momentum it 
had gained going down the grade car- 
ried it headlong into the car driven 
by Mr. Diehl, on the bridge. Both 
cars were badly damaged in the 
wreck, the machine of Taylor being 
so badly damaged that it could have 
been purchased from a Gettysburg 
garage dealer afterward for a small 
sum. 


With Mr. Dieh! at the time of 


the accident was his daughter. Miss 
Elizabeth Diehl, a trained nurse, of 
Harrisburg. She was cut and bruised 
in the collision, but was discharged 
from the hospital after being given 
first aid treatment.
